cial proclamation designed to put an end to the interference with the transpar- / 


tation of the mails and interruption of interstate commerce by the striking rail- 
way shop crafts employees and their sympathizers. 

The proclamation, which is signed by the President and Sectetary of State 
Hughes, directs “all persons from all interference with the lawful efforts te 
maintain interstate transportation and the carrying of the United States mails.” 


Pointing out that the mainten-4 


ance of these activities and the 


supremacy of the law are the first 
obligation df the government, and 
of all citizens the President in the 
proclamation invites the co-opera- 
tion of all public authorities and 
yall good citizens to uphold the laws 
and to preserve the and to 
facilitate that unimpaired trans- 
portation without violence which 
is eapential to life and liberty, the 
security of property and the pub- 
Me welfare generally. 

The premises on whicWthe pro- 
clamation is based are the decisions 
of the Railway Labor Board, a 
government agency to compose dis- 
putes between the railroads and 
their employees. The President 
cites two decisions—that reducing 
the wages of shop crafts employees 


and that outlawing the otice 
‘| of the railreads in letting cts 
for their repair work to outside 


concerns. 


A further premise stated is that 
the shop crafts employees have 
struck and that certain railroads 
have ignored the decision on out- 
side repair contracta 


RIGHT TO WORK 


The President then points out 
that the maintenance of interstate 
commerce and the transportation 
of the mails necessitate the em- 
ployment of men in place of the 
strikers, and these men, says the 
proclamation, “have the same in- 
disputable right to work that others 
have to decline to work.” Further- 
more, the peaceful settiement of 
controversies in accordance with 
law and the respect for the 
agencies set up for such peaceful 
settlements are essential to the 
security and welfare of the people. 

For these reasons the President 
issues the proclamation warning 
against violence or other interfer- 
ence with transportation, and the 
agencies of the law, and calling un- 
on officials and citizens to 
the government in carrying out 
this policy. 

The proclamation is the result of 
the discussion of the railroad strike 
at the Cabinet meeting this morn- 
ing. It was decided unanimously 
by the President and his official 
advisers that in view of the devel- 
oping violence and _ interference 
with the transit of the mails no 
time should be lost in making it 
clear that the government will tol- 
erate no interruption of transporta- 
tion or interference with the right 
of employment. 

It was determined, moreover, 
that all the resources of the gov- 
ernmesat would be employed, if 
necessary, to carry out this pol- 
icy.

And 
it is usually found that other 
aymptoms of malnourishment will 
be present if this is the case. 

Of course a child may tem- 
porarily lose weight from some 
acute condition of indigestion or 
an infectious disease, but he should 
rapidly come back to normal 
from that. Even the child who is 
less than 7 per cent underweight 
should be watched, because if neg- 


lected he may 80 into the further 
extreme of undernourishment. 

In the autobiography of our 
column baby, you remember the 
adorable Sockums told you how his 
family, instead of buying him «a 
scale that would do for him only 
while he was a baby. , bought a 
standard platform scale that he 
could continue being weighed up- 
on after he got out of babyhood, 
and that the whole family could 
use That is a very important 
point There is no more necessary 
piece of furniture in a home than 
a good scala They are not very 
expensive. A good plat- 
form scale may be purchased for 
$15 and up, I think. 

It ie important in weighing the 
child that the same scales be used 
because scales vary. As lL. have em- 
phasized to our F.F.F.. weight 
should be taken at the same time 
of day, in the same weight cloth- 
ing. and at the same time in re- 
lation to eating and elimination. 

In getting a scale, get one with 
a measuring rod if possible. If you 
use that. be sure that it ts held 
tightly for it may slip. It is wise 
to use a weight chart so the child 
can see the picture of his weight 
going up. 

Remember that there is a rain 
amount of weight necessary for a 
certain height. Don't think that 
the child is all right simply be- 
cause he is increasing in height-—— 
(“he wears a 10-year-old suit and 
he is only 8!")—if his weight does 
not keep in proportion to his in- 
creasing height.
